Washington, Feb. 20.—Business 


throughout the country, progressing 
through well defined circles is near- 
ing the point of the upward swing; of 
the economic pendulum, according 
to the annual report of the federal 
reserve board transmitted today to 
congress. 
, 
"There are those," the report said, 


"who 
believe that the beginning of 


the revival is not far distant. When 
it does definitely set in, it will be 
followed in due course by a new era 
of 
prosperity." 
Business, in one of its long swings 


from prosperity, the report said, has 
followed its usual rotation, which it 
describes as business activity and 
ii.crease in production; excessive -ex- 
pansion and 
speculation followed 


hitherto by panic and forced liquida- 
tion., a long period of slow liquida- 
tioni business depression and stagna- 
tion and then revival. 
"In the light of recent experience," 


the report warned, "we should re- 
member, when we again enter into 
a period of full prosperity, that a 
reaction will follow sooner or later 
and if the flow of the incoming tide 
can be controlled so that the crest 
may not be reached too rapidly nor 
rise too high, the subsequent reac- 
tion will be less severe and the next 
period of industrial and commercial 
activity and general prosperity will 
be ma'rked by the saner methods, 
greater achievement along construc- 
tive lines and by a longer duration 
than any which we have had before." 
The board confined its report to 
an account of the operations of the 
organization for the year 1921, with- 
out offering any suggestions for the 
board or federal reserve system. 


"For some months past," the re- 


port said, "there has been a marked 
easing off of interest. Notwithstand- 
ing some unfavorable features in the 
revenue laws, the investment market 
is now absorbing securities at reason- 
able rates which could not have been 
considered a few months ago. Mar- 
ket quotations of liberty .bonds have 
steadily advanced until they are now 
approaching par. Good railroad and 
industrial bonds also have appreci- 
ated, and there have been some no- 
ticeable advances in standard stocks. 
High commodity prices and great 
business activity usually mean lower 
prices for bonds, and other securities 
yielding a fixed income, while re- 
duced commodity prices and lower 
money rates bring higher market 
prices for bonds."

the legion's national commander, 
Hanford.McNider. asking that legis- 
lation be no longer delayed. 
Commander McNider in his tele- 


gram declared "the minority in op- 
position 
can be traced 
in nearly 


every case to certain selfish inter- 
ests in great financial centers who 
have the most to lose by defeat and 
who would profit the most by vic- 
tory." 
The 
commander said the 


American 
Legion did 
not under- 


stand "first committment and then 
retraction1 in the bonus question. 


Suggestions that the cash pay- 


ments be deferred , for a, year 
or 


longer apparently have not been fa- 
vorably received by Republicans on 
the committee and this matter -was 
expected to come up for discussion. 
Chairman Fordney has said that in 
his judgment the bill should provide 
for beginning the cash payments 
next Oct. 1. 
Mr. MacNider in his telegram .de- 


clared the legion believes that the 
issues now being raised relative to 
the revenue features required by the 
president to be included in the bill, 
are being used solely for the purpose 
of misleading the general public. 
The national commander further 
asserted that whenever the peppte 
of the United States have been given 
an opportunity to voice their feelings 
on the question answer has always 
been unmistakable. 
The legion feels that the nation 


wants "this debt recognized and not 
confused or endangered by opposi- 
tion to revenue raising riders and 
asks that the five fold adjusted com- 
pensation bill be passed." Mr. Mac-

changes of notes."

vote of 10 to 1, ordered

ed States and Japan regarding the 
Island of Yap.

Canton now boa.-ts of several broad 
highways, graded and macadamized, 
over six miles of pavtd avenues and 
one large park beautiful in occidental 
manner.
